DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1. The amendment filed 10/23/2006 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132(a) because it 
introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132(a) states that no amendment shall 
introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added material which is not 
supported by the original disclosure is as follows: 

The text added to the following page 11, line 24: "As shown schematically in Figure 9," 
is not supported by the original specification, and the Applicant should note that the drawing 
(Figure 9) filed 5/19/06 has not been entered. 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 1, 3 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. 

Applicant now stresses the limitation "the housing having a base part and a plurality of 
modules being releasably mounted to said base part via a hinge part, one of said plurality of 
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modules being a wireless signal transmission module and another one of said plurality of 
modules being a battery compartment module". A careful review of the original specification 
has been made and no reference for such a feature has been found. Nor do the original drawings 
depict the construction of a plurality of modules being releasably mounted to the base part via a 
hinge part, one of the plurality of modules being a wireless signal transmission module and 
another one of said plurality of modules being a battery compartment module" 

It therefore does not appear that Applicant had procession of this feature at the time of 

filling. 

Response to Arguments 
4. Applicant's arguments filed 10/23/06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

The original specification does not disclose that the plurality of modules 51 are releasably 
mounted to the base part of the housing (3) via a hinge part, and one of the modules is a wireless 
signal transmission module and another one of the modules is a battery compartment module. 

The original specification does not teach how the extra modules 51 are releasably 
mounted to the base part at the same time. It appears that one of the modules (51) can be 
releasably mounted to the base part of the hearing aid housing at a time (see figure 5 of the 
present invention). As disclosed on page 12, lines 2-8, the modules 51 (an interface unit for 
wireless signal transmission of a programming plug-in unit, another audio input, a larger storage 
battery compartment, or a mechanical activating unit, see page 11, lines 12-16) can be stacked on 
the basic module of the hearing aid shown in figure 1 .
